5.~The 
body of Migs Minnie Turner was found 
in. a room in?.a ‘hotel here today, ~»when 
the owners of the place forced the door. 
James, York, Huntington, W. Va., was 
dying and ‘a ‘second woman, who was 
registered as. Mrs. York, appéared in no 
‘way-able to account for the death. 

The three persons registered ‘together 
at the ‘hotel Monday night and had not 
left their rooms. ‘Today when the roorhs 
were opened, Mrs. York appeared not to 
know that Miss Turner was dead, al- 
though ‘the “indications were ‘that she 
had died at least forty-eight hours be- 
fore. © 

Coroner Swope of Ashland, who began 
an investigation, believes death was 
caused by poison. Mrs. York is being 
held. 

The name of.the woman who was reg- 
istered as Mrs. York is said to be Mrs. 
F.dward Guillet of Huntington, W. Va., 
recently divorced. She has b2en.\taken

$908 LAVISHED ON 
AERENS FRIENDS 


Amended Petition Asks Credit 
on Note for Amount Used in 
Entertaining Lawmakers. 


SENATOR FIGHT WAS UP 


Contends in Suit That Ambassa- 
dor, Then Seeking Toga, 
Promised to Pay for Revelry. 


An echo of the R. C. Kerens-Wil- 
liam Warner senatorial deadlock of 
1905 found its way into Judge 


Grimm’s Court, Thursday, when Col. 
E. lL. (“Liv”) Morse, wealthy Re- 
publican politician of Excelsior 
Springs, Mo., filed an amended peti- 
tion in his: suit for a credit of $968 
on a promissory note for $1400, signed 
by him and held by Kerens, who is 
now Ambassador to Austria. 

The echo, according to the petition, 
came from sounds of $968 worth of 
revelry by night on the top floor of 
the Planters Hotel, where Morse says 
he lavishly entertained members of 
the Legislature at a time when the 
senatorship was the issue. 

Expected Kerens to Pay. 

The entertainment, Morse says, 
was at Kerens’ request and was sup- 
posed to be also at his expense. 
After the Legislature sent Warner 
to the Senate, however, and Kerens 
got the dtblomatic plum, things so 
shaped themselves, Morse alleges, 
that he had to pay the bill. 

In his original petition, filed last Sep- 
tember, Morse merely asked for a cred- 
it of $968 on a $1400 promissory note he 
had executed Aug. 20, 1906, in favor of 
the Mercantile Trust Co. He also set 
forth that he had given a $3000 life in- 
surance policy as collateral for the note 
and that both papers had been turned 
over to Kerens. Thomas K. Skinker; 
attorney for Kerens, asked that the pe- 
tition be made more definite and the 
Court assented. 

Morse alleges in his new petition that 
he was asked by Kerens to cOme here 
to meet and entertain the legislators 
summoned to St. Louis at Kerens’ re- 
quest, and that he did so, being one of 
Kerens’ supporters. 

Wents Collateral: Back. 

After Kerens left the State, Morse 
says, the hotel presented a bill for the 
entertainment and he had to pay it He 
Says Kerens- a; Oct. J, 1907, to 
reimburse him, but Rag failed. to do s0,

and recover the insurance poli¢y. 
George B. Webster, attorney for 

Morse, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 

that half the upper floor of the hota] 

was used for the entertainment arranged 
by Morse.

Greig, assistant to the president 
of the Frisco Railroad, called attention 
in a letter to the Post-Dispatch Thurs- 
day to a freak of, the.calendar which 
will be of interest in the businesg world. 
He points out that next Thursie.y will 
be the last time in nearly a centurv 
that any business man will be able to 
date his memoranda by the use of th-+e 
consecutive numbers. 

On that day a letter may be dated 
*"12—12—-12,"" The next time anything of 
the kind can be done, he: points out, 
will be Jan. 1, 2001, when it. would be 
dated 1—l—1. Following that will be 
Oct. 10, 2010. 

Dating letters with the same three 
numbers may be done once a year for 
the first 12 years in any century. Jan. 
1, 1901,. was the beginning of the last 
period.

town office, said heart disease was the 
cause of death. 

McKinney and Sweitzer started to the 
club at noon from the company’s butld- 
ing at’ Twelfth’ street’ and Washington 
avenue. . When. in front of- the Hotsl 
Jefferson McKinney complained of a 
pain near his heart. Sweitzer advised 
bim to consult a doctor, but he said it 
would be time enough’ after lunch. 

At ths club McKinney ordered only a 
cup of chicken broth. Before he had 
consumed it he again complained of be- 
ing iil, and asked that he be taken 
home. ¥ 

After McKinney's dsath a telephone 
message was sent to the store and W. 
A. May, a director of the company, and 
A. C. Ritchey, McKinoey’s secretary, 
went to the McKinney residencs to ‘tell 
the family. 

McKinney was 55 years old. He had 
a wife, ons child and a grandchild.

Peck says his finer sensibilities have 
beer hurt so often’ by the Way in which 
some persons tie serviettes around their 
necks that he ‘has invented a new style 
of napkin which cannot be raised abdve 
the table. . 

He had no model of this invention to 
show, but made a rough drawing illus- 
trating how the napkin’ was made fast 
to the tabjle;cloth. To get the napkin 
high enough to tuck it in between the 
collar and.the neck one would have to 
remove the whole table cover. 

Sharp teeth around the rim of the new 
style finger bow! prevent humiliating 
mistakes in the use of this. article. To 
use it as a drinking vehicle would cause 
a great deal of bloodshed.

LONDON, Dec. 6.~Aviator Grahame- 
White, discussing his plans for a trans- 
atlantic fiight, told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent bs has been much mis- 
quoted. 

“I never intended, sajd, or hinted that 
such a flight would be accomplished 
next year,” he declared. ‘“‘Nobody could 
do it. Engines of the required power. do 
not exist. 

“A transatlantic flight is perfectly 
feasible, but not in two or three 
months’ time. It is a sort of a thing 
that takes a lot of experimenting. We 





are. dealing with something never at- | 


tempted. Four tons of petrol alone 
must be carried. 

“My date'for the flight was the open- 
ing of the Panama Canal in 1915. At 
present, if any sum of money was of- 
fered to me I don’t think I would 
do it 

“I am busy with the design of a ma- 
chine which will be neither biplane nor 
monoplane. I. am going first to build a 
small machine, a working model, to 
test matters like weight disposition. I 
expect this machine will be finished 
next summer, I estimate that I shall 
spend $100,000 building the machine and 
before ‘I shall 
be ready for the start, which I should 
like to make from the Thames, oppo- 
site the Savoy Hotel, if the river au- 
thorities would allow it. Then I would 
try a 34-hour flight to-New York har- 
bor. I should fly over the Panama 
Canal and then go to San Francisco. 

“The crew will inelude two  pas- 
two mechanics and possibly two pas- 
sengers besides myself. I shall not at- 
tempt to drive the whole distance my- 
self.’’ 

“Four engines of 250 horsepower * 
would be required. I know of no satis- 
factory engines built of more than 120 
horsepower each. There are engines of 
200 horsepower, but not of the type I 
intend to use.

The testimony by Mrs. Marie Palmer 
that her husband, Dr. James M. Palmer, 
plotted with his sister, Alma James, 
the death of the latter’s husband, Leo 
James, was denounced on the witness 
stand in Judge Muench’s court late 
Wednesday by Dr. Palmer as untrue 
and an effort at revenge. , 

Mrs. Palmer’s statement was made in 
the course of her testimony in defense 
of the divorce suit brought by the phy- 
Ssician. She said that most of the ma- 
terial trouble between her and Palmer 
began after his sister shot and killed 
her husband. She said she had quar- 
|jrels with her sister, Alma James, and 
objected to her presence in their home. 

She said that she and her husband 
had gone to C. Orrick Bishop’s law of- 
fice to arrange for a separation in Oc- 
tober, 1911, but that Bishop advised her 
husband if he wished to save his sister 
he should become reconciled with his 
wife. When asked by her attofney, 
George B. Webster, if she knew any- 
thing that wobld have been thjurious to 
Alma James in the Leo James case, 
Mrs. Palmer answered that two days 
before James’ death she heard her hus- 
band and his sister planning how ‘it 
could be accomplished. 

She Tells of Alleged Plot. 

Mrs. Palmer then outlined the alleged 
plot as follows: “Mrs. James was at our 
house complaining that her husband did 
not support her. She said that gas bills 
were unpaid and the gas had been shut 
off. My husband remarked: ‘A bullet is 
too good for him.’ Alma replied she did 
not have the money to buy a revolver.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Ths Sherman 


anti-trust Jaw is proving its adequacy 
as a civil statute and there is no ne- 
ceSsity for the much discussed proposed 
amendment particularizing unlawful 
practices in restraint of trade, according 
to George W. Wickersham, Attorney- 
General of the United States, in his an- 


{nual report submitted to Congress to- 


day. On the other hand, the Attorney- 
General does not pass judgment upon 
the efficacy of the anti-trust act as a 
criminal statute. He says: 

“The experience of the last year in en- 
deavoring to enforce criminal Mability 
under the Sherman law has not: been 
encouraging.”’ 

The Attorney-General defendq the 
Commerce Court, the abolition of which 
was attempted at the last session of 
Congress. A return to the old method 
of, distributing litigation arising from 
the orders of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to the district. courts would 
be injurious to ths interests of the pub- 
lic and delay the administration of jus- 
tice, he says. 


Urges Pablie Hearings 
The Attorney-Genera] takes ave with 


tthe decision of the Judges Colt, Put- 


nam and Brown at Boston, authorizing 
the hearing in private before an ex- 
aminer-. of - the. civil. anti-trust — suit 
against the United Shoe-«Machinery Co., 
and asks for legislation admitting the 
public and representatives of the press 
to such hearings. 

The suit against the “Coffee Trust” 
or the Brazilian valorization scheme, 
the operations of which, the Attor- 
ney-General says, has resulted in 


‘more than doubling the retail price 


of coffee to the American consumer 
and thereby laying a heavy tax upon 
him, has developed what he regards 
as a defect in the still operative sec- 
tion of the Wilson tariff law dealing 


with combinations. 


Pointing to the fact that the Gov- 
ernment was tunable to secure a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the ex- 
portation of 926,000 bags of coffee, 
said to be stored in New York City 
under the. valorization. scheme, he 
recommends the enactment of an 
amendment to the Wilson law, au- 
thorizing the seizure by the Govern- 
ment in the state of entry of mer- 
chandise imported for the purposes of 
unlawful combination. At present 
such commodities must be in the 
transportation 
to justify seizure. 

Case of the Beef Trust. 

The voluntary ‘dissolution of the 
National Packing Co., following the 
acquittal at Chicago of the beef 
packers of crimihal violation of the 
Sherman law, has’ accomplished, in 
the belief of the Attorney-General, 
“a substantial restoration of competi- 
tive conditions in a very large indus- 
try, which have not for a long time 
heretofore existed.”’ 

The Attorney-General announces 
his intention of soon filling suits in 
equity against the Southern Pacific 
Rallroad Co. and others for the re- 
covery of.vast areas of petroleum- 
bearing lands in California said to be 
worth more than $500,000,000. The 
legislation under which the patents 
were granted to the railroad. com- 
pany, he says, excepted mineral lands 
other than iron or coal lands. The 
railroad company contends, accord- 
ing to the Attorney-Genéral, that the 
exceptions in the patents are void. 

To investigate and _ preserve the 
rights of the. Government to - the 
sources of water. supply’ for the stu- 
pendous reclamation projects con- 
structed .or in. contemplation, he 
strongly. recommends an appropria- 
tion to employ an —— force of 
lawyers.

necessary. 

The bill failed@-of passage at last Fri- 
day’s session because only six of the 
nine Councilmen at the meeting voted 
for it. The absentees were Caulfield, 
Davis, Haller and Leahy. 

When asked whether he will vote for 
the bill when it comes up again, Leahy 
replied: “I am for it. The war is over.” 

Davis also said he would vote for the 
bill. Caulfield said: “I think, I will 
vote for it. The editorial in Tuesday's 
Post-Dispatch entitled, ‘‘Will St. Louls 
Offend Southerners?’ had great weight 
with me. We should not open the war 
again.” 

Haller said that he was not opposed 
to the monument itself and would vote

Suggests Federal Monument. 

F. W. Ruckstuhl of New York, one 
of the losing competitors in the Confeu- 
erate manument competition, in a letter 
to the St. Louis newspapers, suggests 
that a Federal monument, to cost $60,000, 
be set up in the park near the Confed- 
erate sfhaft. An ideal plan, he believes 
would be to create a beautiful esplanade 
at the foot of Art Hill, placing the Con- 
federate monument at one end and the 
Federal memorial at the other. 

He also suggests that a magnificent 
fountain, emblematic of peace, be 
erected midway between the two mon- 
uments at a cost of $50,000. Tho entire 
cost of the work would be about §$200,- 
000,"" he estimates, “but it would be 
worth millions to have St. Louis united 
in feeling.’’ St. Louis, Ruchstuhl says, 
has fewer monuments in proportion to 
its population and wealth than any 
other city in the country. 

Price Camp Asks Reconsideration. 

A resolutipn was passed Wednesday 
night by the Sterling Price Camp, 
United Sons of Confederate Veterans at 
its meeting at the American Hotel re- 
questing the City Council to reconsider 
its action refusing to grant a site in 
Forest Park for the proposed Confeder- 
ate monument. 

The camp then elected the following 
officers: Dwight D. Currie, commander; 
Walter N. Davis, lieutenant-commander; 
Thomas G. Watts, adjutant; A. L. Pol- 
lard, treasurer; Ernest Boyd, historian; 
Dr. Selden’ Spencer, surgeon; Stephen 
Jr., quartermaster, and Thomas E. 
Powe, chaplain. 

Resolutions Favor Monument, 

The Central Avenue Improvement As- 
sociation, at its regular meeting at 
1210 Central avenue Wednesday night, 
adopted resolutions urging the Muni- 
cipal Assembly to reconsider its action 
in denying the monument a site in For- 
est Park. It also unanimously indorsed 
a bill in the Municipal Assembly to es- 
tablish separate residence districts for 
negroes and white persons. 

In the matter of the monument, the 
association favored strongly a site on 
the south side of the park. This side 
of the park has been very much neg- 
lected and the members belleved the 
monument would be a welcome addi- 
tion to the park.

Comparison of the facial angle of vari- 
ous races of the present time and study 
of the skulls of aborigines shows conclu- 
sively “that in the ascent from the 
savage, and from the higher apes, to the 
civilized races of man the jaw recedes 
as the brow or frontal eminente becomies 
more prominent.

From the low browed, heavy jowled 
Bushman with a full complement of 
molar machinery to the highbrow, weak- 
chinned ribbon clerk with a groove in 
his plate for a cigarette is a long halloo 
down the vista of the ages—interrupted 
occasionally by the groan of an ulcer- 
ated tooth. 
WwW still retain our canine teeth and 
use them to frighten off enemies, 
but only by way of facial expression as 
à rule. If. an antagonist presses us too 
hard we unconsciously raise the lip in a 
snarl and expose the dog,fang as a sort 
of unveiled threat of what will be com- 
ing to him if he isn’t careful. And when 
we have an impulse to deliver a telling 
blow do we not instinctively ‘cast our 
slurs in his teeth or paste him one in 
the jaw?

One of the, most diabolical treatments 
for an ulcerated tooth is poulticing the 
jaw—a mistake that has caused many a 
permanent scar in the cheek from .per- 
foration. Heat within the mouth, or bet- 
ter, a hot fodtbath is logical and effect- 
ive in relieving the.pain if surgical 
treatment cannot be had. An active 
physic is always advisable. 

An ulcerated tooth is bad enough, 
but one patient had it complicated with 
facial’ neuralgia and a gathering in the 





ear. Oh, yes, he recovered, but we had 
to keep him in the padded cell, I have 
never seen an instance of the complica- 
tion recorded by Mark Twain—inflam- 
matory rheumatism complicated with 
jumping toothache—but a great’ many 
persons with ulcerated teeth seem to

half so bad as you pretend. About one 
in six persons has .more or less neural- 
gia in either of the three branches of 
the facial nerve when cutting the wis- 
dom’ teeth. Some of the worst cases 


have all the trouble just the same. Often 
an invéterate facial neuralgia is shown 
to depend on an inverted, unerupfed wis- 
dom tooth buried in the jawbone. The 
X-ray discloses the offender and its 
removal by the dentist ends the trouble, 
When your face hurts be a sport and 
remember you’re evoluting fast. By 
and by there'll be no teeth to trouble 
us. 

The flat brow and prominent jaw of 
the Mongolian and negro race are as 
characteristic as the high brow and 
square jaw of the Caucasian race.

Filetcher’s teachings—thorouga 
mastication, less food and more vege- 
tables—seem to be the sum total of 
oral hygiene from the preventive point 
of view. :

~—Joseph Gillman Miller so styles the 
party of which hé was a member—have 
returned from a hunting trip in Mexico 
‘and are entertaining their friends with 
tales of their experiences. The Ht, 
Louls members of the party were Dr. 


John H. Holliday,.G. Herbert Walker 
and Miller. 
the party was formed, the St. Louisaas 
were joined by a Brownsville attorney, 
a newspaper man and three chauf- 
feurs. 

‘They left St. Louls Nov. 12 tn a pri- 
vate car. This car was not only stocked 
with all nécessaries for the trip, but 
was as well a portable arsenal. Thy 
intended to bring back lion, tiger an 
bear skins to furnish the club. When 
the party was completed. and. crossed 
the river to Matamoras troubles began. 


Trouble at Customs House. 

“Tt was at the Mexican custum house 
that the plangs.first miscarried,’’ Miller 
told a Post-Dispatch reportér. " 
short time before we started, Bert Wal- 
ker met the Président of the Mexican 
National Railroad in New York and 
told him of our plans. 
sure we would: be able to take our rifles 
across the border on account of “he 
country being under martial law. The 
railroad man offered to get special dis- 
pensation from President Madero. We 
presumed the arrangemest had been 
made, but: at.the custom house they in- 
formed us no such order had been ‘e- 
ceived. They were exceedingly polite 
and assured us it would probably be on 
the next mail. 

“They kept us there two days with 
their smiling apologies, but the order 
dia not come. Judge Frank Piorce, the 
Brownsville attorney in the party, bor- 
rowed a number of rifles from friends 
in Matamoras and we started, leaving 
the weapons we had brought from St. 
Louis in the customs house. 
tomobilés were used to transport the 
party. 

“November is a dry month in Mexico 
end we.selected that time so that the 
cow paths would be in good condition. 
Shortly after we left Matamoras it 
started to rain. It came down in tor- 
rents and in a short time ths mud was 
hub deep. Every little while a machine 
would get stuck. Then’ the ‘Racquet 
Club Darlings’ would have te get out, 
take the block and tackle and do some 
real work: How we did long for the 
fireside of the club. At the end of five 
Gays Wwe.were 60 miles solth of Ma- 
tamoras. 

“During this time we were so tired 
at aight that we had no thought for 
the lions and tigers we had started out 
to slaughter... Now and then we would 
get a shot at a deer or a coyote from 
the automobile. The country abounds 
in quail and ducks and we Were ablis 
to get plenty te eat.

LONDON, Dec. 8.—The dispute be- 
tween ,Austria-Hungary and Servia 
arising out of the Balkan war, which 
has threatened a general European 
conflict, will have been steered into 
a safe channel and the peace of 
Europe will be maintained if, as an- 
nounced today, Servia has definitely 
decided to leave her case in the 
hands of the great powers. 

With the adhesion of Austria- 
Hungary, the proposal of Sir Edward 
Grey, the British Forelgn Secretary, 
to call a meeting of the ambassador- 
lal clearing house, has now received 
practically unanimous welcome. 


Bulgar Army to Feed Turks; Turks 
to Feed Bulgars. 
LONDON, Dee. 5.—Ashmead Bartlett, 
in his dispatch from Constantinople, 
reveals a situation unique in the war- 
fare of all ages. Commenting on the

Counsel for Document of 1896 
_Against that of 1900 Agrees 
With Milliken.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—William B. 


Hornblower attaches little importance 
to reports that Albert T. Patrick will 
endeavor to reopen the Rice will case. 


Hornblower, who, with hig former 
partner, James Byrne, was counsel for 
the executors of the will of 189% and 
against the Patrick wili of 1900, said 
that he agreed with John T. Milliken, 
Patrick's brother-in-law, that such a 
course would be ‘“‘suicidal.” 

Patrick, the day after his release from 
Sing Sing on Gov. Dix’s pardon, Was re- 
ported as having said that he would 
take steps immediately to “establish his 
innocence,”’ and, more particularly, his 
innocence of the charge of having 
forged.a Rice will. 

Hornblower made a statement as fol- 
lows: 

“My attention is called to a threat by 
Albert T. Patrick to reassert his claim 
under the will of 1900—which has been 
adjudged to be a forgery—to the entire 
residuary estate of Rice, which he 
claims was bequeathed to him on a se- 
cret trust, the terms of which ‘secret 
trust’ Patrick has never disclosed. 

Charge of Conspiracy. 

‘My attention is also called to a 
charge by Patrick that there was a con- 
spiracy by the executors and trustees 
under the will of 1896 to capture the 
millions of Rice an&.to prevent Patrick 
from obtaining the custody and control 
of these millions. 

“IT also observe that Gov. Dix is re- 
ported to have expressed his hope that 
Patrick could prove his innocence. If, 
by this, the Governor means that Pat- 
rick should undertake to prove his inno- 
cence of the charge of forgery, as well 
as that of murder, the advice of the 
Governor is most unwise. I agree with 
the advice said to have been given by 
Tatrick’s brother-in-law, Mr. Milliken, 
that such a course would be ‘suicidal.’ 
‘In all my professional experience I 
have never known a@ case more conclu- 
sively proved than the cgse against 
Patrick as to the will of 1900. The trial 
of the will case occupied over two 
months. Patrick was represented by 
counsel from beginning to end of the 
trial. There never was and never could 
be any dispute as to the genuineness 
of the 1886 will, which bequeathed the 
residuary estate to the William M. Rice 
Ttnstitution of Houston, Tex. 


Decision Was Affirmed. 

“That will was drawn by James A. 
Baker Jr., a man of the highest stand- 
ing and character, and ope of the lead- 
ing lawyers of Texas, who had been Mr 
Rice’s personal eounsel for many years. 
At the close of the testimony the sur- 
rogate decided in favor of the genuine 
will of 1896 and against the will of Pat- 
rick of 1900, the Surrogate finding: ‘On 
the evidence adduced that the signa- 
tures to the paper of 1900 are not the 
signatures of William M. Rice.” — 

“This decision of the Surrogate was 
efterward affirmed by the appellate di- 
vision and by the Court of Appeals, cf- 
ter elaborate arguments by Patrick's 
counsel in opposition, both courts being 
unanimous. 
“During the entire course of the trial 
Patrick never once offered to appear in 
court and testify in person as to the 
validity of his will, and thereby subject 
himself to cross-examination. The two 
witnesses to the will, Short and Meyers, 
refused to testify on the ground that 
their testimony would ténd to incrimi- 
nate them. This they did under the ad- 
vice of counsel for Patrick.
